The British psychiatrists' report 


revealed that Hess had tried to 
commit suicide on several occa- 
sions 
since his sensational 
and 


mysterious flight to Scotland in 


May, 
1941. 


Declaring- that Hess was not 


insane, the psychiatrists conceded 
that his loss of memory would 
'"interfere with his ability to make 
his defense". 
Hess went on trial 


on war crime charges last week 
v/ith 19 other top nazi leaders but 
has paid scant attention to pro- 
ceedings, reading a novel much of 
the time and giggling 
occasion- 


ally. 


Three Report on Hess 


Hess, the medical board report- 


ed, is suffering from "hysteria" 
and "in addition, there is con- 
ecious exaggeration of his loss of 
memory and a tendency to exploit 
It to protect himself against ex- 
amination". 
Three separate re- 


ports on examinations were filed, 
one by British, one by thp Rus- 
sians and a third by American. 
French and Canadian doctors.

At present there is a serious 


shortage of personnel, both profes- 
sional and non-professional in our 
civilian hospitals when they have 
an all-time high in patient load. To 
help safeguard the health of th< 
nation and assure adequate care 
for the physically and mentally ill 
the critical nursing- situation is be- 
ing- called to the attention of the 
American people. Even though the 
war has ended, the problems of the 
hospitals will not be solved for a 
good many months to come, and 
another appeal to the women in 
our 
community 
is being 
made 


through the channels of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross for Nurses' Aides. 


Many hospitals have had to close 


wards and operating rooms be- 
cause of insufficient personnel, and 
many nurses are overworked and 
have to do non-professional tasks, 
thereby cutting down the number 
of hours of nursing care per pa- 
tient. Hospitals have long waiting 
lists of patients which are in need 
of hospital care and attention. 


Women and girls are urged to 


enroll for the new Nurses' Aide 
class if at all possible. This critical 
low average of professional nurs- 
ing care per patient can be raised 
not onlv by the recruitment of 
more nurses but also of Nurses' 
Aides because these trained assist- 
ants 
can 
rplieve overburdened 


nurses of many duties requiring 
less professional skill. 


The work performed by Nurses' 


Aides has been so valuable that 
hundreds of hospitals throughout 
the country have asked for morf 
of them.

Washington—The diplomacy of 


the world is falling deeper daily 
into what might be called a fuddle 
game. 


It is a match in which the con- 


testants know very well what is 
being done, but pretend officially 
they do not. Preposterous pre-

news of the day. The public is 
left befuddled. 


The transparency of the decep- 


tion develops only when you rub 
the soot of propaganda from the 
news 
glass 
of

world hour and peer inside the 
furnished facts. 


Consider, for instance, the revo- 


lution in Iran. The revolution was 
started by a crowd calling itseit 
the Democratic party. All the 
newsguff emanating from the rev- 
olution is that which the occupy- 
ing Russians care to let out. And 
the picture they let out is that 
great patriots of liberty are fight- 
ing, bleeding and dying for the 
cause of freedom of their province 
—sort of like our struggle for 
freedom from Britain. 


This i« laughably, grotesquely 


Untrue. The Democratic party is 
the old Communist party under a 
new name. They used to call it 
the party of the masses, but when 
the Moslems, who monopolize all 
Iran with their devout ideas of 
God, worked up a sweeping animus 
•gainst the agnostic or a theist 
Communists, 
the 
• Communists 


broke off and called themselves 
Democrats.

Now these great Democrats of 


Stalin, if successful, would break 
their province off from Iran and 
««tablish the pretense of separate 
•overeignty while being subject to 
adjoining Russia. 


Stalin could thus work his way 


further toward the oil, expand his 
hegemony and

Moslems. This is the only freedom 


they want—to wrest the people 
from Iran and put them under the 
thumb of Moscow. 


But

funnier than that. The Russians 
occupied this territory during the 
war to protect a line of supplies 
from us so naxi saboteurs could 
not destroy it. Kor a long time, it 
was the only land route we had 
through which to 
help 
Russia.

All 
agreed not only to get out at the 
war end, but (at the specific in-

A Communist 
revolution 
has 


been going- on in a Russian-occu- 
pied zone. Presented to the world 
as a senous 
revolution, it is 


actually about the same as if an 
American revolution broke out in 
the American occupied zone ol 
Germany, and we pretended aloof- 
ness, bottled up the territory from 
the British and Russians, censored 
and propagandized the movement 
to let it succeed. 


You see, only a 
few 
Iranian 


troops were in the

fight the Communists. 
With the 


Russians keeping the bulk of other 
Iranian forces out, the local Com- 
munists were permitted to gam 
foothold. That is the only way 
they could possibly have made a 
revolution.
